ARITHMETIC AND THE ARCHITECT. 


We notice that the Dean of Bristol, in his address 

to students at the annual prize-giving of the 
R.W.A. School of Architecture, took the opportunity to 
suggest that architects might well pay a little more 
attention to their arithmetic. “I cannot help feeling,” 
said Dr. Blackburne, “that some day—perhaps it 
‘won’t be in this world—I might meet an architect who 
produces lovely plans and then says, ‘ Well, that will 
cost so much.’ Then, at the end, he comes again and 
says, ‘ Well, now, isn’t that a bit of luck—it is not going 
to cost quite so much !’” 

We trust that the Dean’s pious hope will not be 
delayed as long as he fears (it will be improbable that 
he will meet any members of this much maligned pro- 
fession in the next world !), and that he will give some 
member of the Bristol Society an early opportunity 
—in the shape of a commission—to redeem the honour 
of the profession. At the same time we think that 
Dr. Blackburne has told only part of the story. The 
measure of the architect’s “ financial overlap” is often 
the measure of his client’s avidity. The client who 
believes that the architect’s prime function is to extract 
a gallon from a pint pot is going the right way to 
encourage “ bad arithmetic.” Such a building owner 
looks upon his architect more as a conjurer than as a 
designer. 

Needless to say, we impute none of these short- 
comings to the Dean of Bristol, and only suggest that 
he might have added to his speech the axiom that the 
first essential for good architecture is a good client. 


THE DESERTED VILLAGE. 


"T® exodus of population from the country to the 

town has been a matter of concern since the time 
of Goldsmith. The dangers and disadvantages of this 
movement are known, in one or other of its aspects, 
to everyone, whether from the standpoint of the decline 
of agriculture, effect on national character or deprecia- 
tion of rural cottages and agricultural buildings. 

This subject has been referred to during the past few 
days by two speakers who have looked at the question 
from differing cts. Mr. Hubert G. Alexander, J.P., 
in his presidential address to the Auctioneers’ Institute, 
regards with grave concern the disappearance from the 
countryside of the larger country house and its occupants. 
“ This class of the community seems to me to be slowly 
but surely disappearing, compelled to abandon their 
homes and loved surroundings through ever-increasing 
Imperial and local taxation, and consequent upon their 
departure, follows the departure and unemployment 
of innumerable indoor and outdoor servants (another 
distinct and valuable section of the community).” 

The other threat to village life (as seen by Mr. Walter 
Baum, and referred to by him at the recent Royal 
Sanitary Institute Congress at Birmingham) is made by 
the scarcity of proper housing accommodation for farm 
labourers. “It is not enough,” this speaker said, “ to 
provide a sufficiency of houses ; they must be comparable 
in comfort and amenity with the better type of houses 
provided for the working-classes in the city.” 

In these two statements we seem to find one of the 
main contributory factors ible for this efflux 
from the countryside—a shortage of adequate housing 
accommodation with increasing pressure in the 
form of taxation upon that class of the community 
who, in happier times, regarded it as its duty to provide 
that accommodation and to maintain it. Under 
present conditions, that duty has devolved on local 
authorities whose under the Rural Housing Acts 
have, it must be admitted, not been exercised to their full.

Soree 
through Imperial and local taxation to the owners of the 
large houses. Cases would clearly have to be con- 
sidered on their merits, and relief might be made con- 
ditional upon the owners expending a certain propor- 
tion of the remissions upon rehabilitation of labourers’ 
cottages or their farm buildings. It should not be 
impossible to devise some scheme that would be work- 
able, and we sincerely trust that Mr. Alexander's 
suggestion will not be allowed to drop. 


SALARIED ARCHITECTS. 


HE rates of remuneration for architects and arcbi- 
tectural assistants employed on a salaried basis 

have long been a source of dissatisfaction and even of 
injustice. The position of importance of these architects 
in late years has grown in proportion to the i i 
volume of work being executed by Government, 
government authorities and large business concerns— 
though there is, generally speaking, not a great deal of 
evidence that the standard of salaries has commen- 
surately advanced. 

For that reason we commend to the attention of 
those affected the report of the R.I.B.A. Salaried 
Members’ Committee on the subject (printed on page 186) 
This report appears to be a reasonable and rational 
analysis of the situation. The Committee have had 
some difficulty, it seems, in devising a basis for a scale 
of salaries in view of widely varying circumstances, but 
eventually arrived at the conclusion that as normally 
the main basis adopted in settling the fee of an architect 
in private practice is the cost of the building work, so 
in the case of salaried architects the main consideration 
should be the average value of work for which their 
departments are responsible. With this in view, the 
Committee have devised a scale of salaries for architects 
and architectural assistants graded according to re- 
sponsibility, qualification and building turnover. 

With the Committee, we feel that those local authorities 
and firms responsible for large building mmes 
have it in their power to exercise considerable influence 
for good or evil on the architecture of this country. 
By making salaried posts more attractive to the best 
type of architect, employers can use their opportunities 
for both the general good and their personal advantage, 
for intelligent (as distinct from purely utilitarian) 
architecture has to-day a cash value, which some firms, 
notably the joint stock banks and breweries, have long 
realised. 


AN AMERICAN TRAGEDY. 


HE United States is well known as a land of sur- 
prises, but even long acquaintance with the 
country and its habits cannot have robbed Mr. Abe 
Lyman of a certain measure of astonishment when, on 
returning home after a short absence, he found his 
house missing. It appears that a i house- 
breaker, with instructions to demolish a house in the 
street, had selected the wrong building as his prey—Mr. 
Lyman’s, in point of fact. 

We gather that considerable amusement was caused 
when the facts came out in Court, and that a good time 
was had by all—excepting by Mr. Lyman, whose claim 
for wrongful destruction was dismissed by the magistrate 
on the ground that it was outside his jurisdiction. 

If such immunity could be secured in Great Britain,

Hants and Isle of Wight 
A.A. Annual Exhibition. 

Wen Mr. G. Grey Wornum opened the 
Annual Exhibition of the Hampshire and 
Isle of Wight Architectural Association on 
July 21, he referred to the Queen Mary’s 
third-class accommodation as an example 
of simple and practical good taste. The 
work was designed by Mr. White, the 
architect employed by Messrs. John 
Brown and Co., who had (said Mr. 
Wornum) never received fhe recognition 
that he deserved. 

The exhibition consisted of works by 
members of the Association, the R.1.B.A. 
prize drawings and the studies from the 
schools of architecture in the county, 
amongst which the exhibit from Ports- 
mouth was notable. The interesting 
drawings submitted by members included 
a perspective of the new Town Hall at 
Newport by Messrs. Gutteridge and 
Gutteridge, and a set of drawings show- 
ing the work being carried out by the 
Southampton Corporation (Chief Archi- 
tectural Assistant, Mr. 8. Bentley, 
A.R.1.B.A.). 


Lendon Building Act 
Amendments 


Tee London County Council on May 4 
last approved building by-laws proposed 
to be made in pursuance of the London 
Building Act (Amendment) Act, 1935. 
Statutory notice of the Council’s intention 
to make the by-laws was advertised in the 
Press and technical journals, the adver- 
tisement stating that any authority, body 
or person desirous of objecting to any pro- 
posed by-law might do so within six weeks 
from the date of the advertisement by a 
letter addressed to the Minister of Health 
setting out the grounds on which’ objection 
was made. Objections have now been re- 
ceived from 27 bodies or persons. Each 
of the objections now received has been 
considered and the Town Planning and 
Building Regulation Committee of the 
Council is of opinion that several of the 
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by-laws might, with advantage, be 
amended to meet some of the new objec- 
tions. The Committee states: “As it is 
imperative that no time should be lost, 
we think that the matter should be re- 
ferred to the Minister of Health for his 
decision in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 8 (f) (i) of the Act. We 
accordingly propose to send to the 
Minister observations on all the objections 
received, and, if the Council agrees, to 
indicate that the amendments set out in 
our recommendation will be acceptable to 
the Council, if he is of opinion that they 
should be made. The amendments will be 
notified to the objectors concerned, in 
order that they may have an opportunity 
of withdrawing their objections.” 

London Bridges: 

L.C.C. Schemes. 

Tue London County Council, at its 
meeting on Tuesday, accepted the tender 
of Messrs, Peter Lind and Co., Ltd., West- 
minster, for the construction of the new 
Waterloo Bridge. The total estimated ex- 
penditure involved in the acceptance of 
the tender, which is the lowest of 10 ten- 
ders received for the work, is £670,000. 
The new bridge will have two carriage- 
ways, each 27 ft. wide separated by 
central refuges, and two footways, each 
11 ft. in width. 

The Council is to seek powers in the next 
session of Parliament to carry out a 
scheme, estimated to cost £845,000 gross, 
for the inmiprovement of the southern 
approach to Wandsworth Bridge, which 
is now being demolished preparatory to 
reconstruction. The scheme has been 
approved by the Minister of Transport, 
and provides for the linking up of Bridg- 
end-read with Trinity-road, which points 
directly to Wandsworth Bridge, and is less 
than 600: yds. away from it.

Daly’s Theatre. 

Daty’s Theatre, Leicester-square, will 
pe demolished in October, and is to be 
rebuilt as a cinema for Warner Bros., Pic- 
tures, Ltd. The new house, which will 
be built to the designs of Mr. E. A. Stone, 
F.S5.1., and Mr. T. R. Somerford, 
A.R-I.B.A., is illustrated on this page. It 
will have a seating capacity of 1,800. 
While the auditorium area of stalls and 
circle is sufficient to accommodate con- 
siderably more than that number, the 
Jesser capacity has been decided upon to 
give additional comfort by providing 
extra space between each row of seats. 
Designed essentially as a cinema, 
Warner’s Theatre will also incorporate a 
stage 15-feet deep for presentation pur- 
poses. 

The box-offices abut on to the street, 
and a wide vestibule is included. The 
canopy will be three feet deep, to give 
both advertising space and more protec- 
tion to patrons against adverse weather. 
The concave upper story will be sur- 
mounted by a tower and decorativ. 
facade. 

The theatre will be operated under the 
direction of Max Milder, managing direc- 
tor of the company, who took Mr. Stone’s 
plans to New York last month for submis- 
sion to the American executives, and re- 
turned on July 19. The plans have now 
been passed by Westminster City Council, 
and preparations for the demolition of 
Daly’s and the erection of the new cinema 
are under way. 


Old Buildings 
in Oxford. 

Tue Oxford Preservation Trust, which 
held its tenth general meeting on June 26, 
dealt in its report with the question of 
the preservation of old houses in Oxford. 
It is stated that, as compared with some 
English towns of equal antiquity, Oxford 
is not rich in old domestic buildings 
possessing architectural charm and 
character, and the diminished heritage of 
old domestic architecture that remains 
within the borders of the old city needs 
defending. The Trustees have therefore 
decided to publish a list of the houses 
which they consider ought on no account 
to suffer destruction or disfigurements. 
All the owners of the houses included 
in this list will then be aware of the 
importance which the Trust attaches to 
the preservation of these particular 
houses.

More Junior Technical 
Schools Needed. 

An increase in the number of junior 
technical schools is advocated in a 
pamphlet (Educational Pamphlet No. 
111) entitled “A Review of Junior Tech- 
nical Schools in England,”’* issued by the 
Board of Education recently. Accord- 
ing to the latest figures available, there 
are 194 of these schools in existence, the 
total number of pupils being between 
93.000 and 24,000. Nearly half these 
schools are engaged in giving boys a more 
or less specialised training for engineer- 
ing or building trades. The junior tech- 
nical schools receive children from the 
elementary schools at about the age of 
13 and provide a course of two or three 
years’ duration. The specialised train- 
ing which pupils receive is combined 
with a continuance of their general edu- 
cation. The pamphlet shows that the 
success of children educated in these 
schools has been striking. The pamphlet 
concludes that “the distribution of these 
schools is very unequal, and it is reason- 
able to suppose that a considerable in- 
crease in their number could usefully 
be provided.” It is anticipated that 
with the new and improved accommoda- 
tion which is now to be provided for tech- 
nical schools and colleges, of which the 
junior technical schools form a full-time 
junior department, more facilities will 
become available for the organisation of 
schools of this kind.

W. E. Vernon Crompton, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
William Edward Vernon Crompton, 
F.R.I.B.A. Mr. Crompton, who was 70, 
served his articles in Derby and Liver- 
pool, and was <lected A.R.I.B.A. in 1895 
—a year after he had won the Ashpitel 
Prize. .He designed many buildings, in- 
cluding banking premises, Rochdale; 
the Kirkby Lonsdale village hall; the 
foreign flower market, and the extension 
to the .English flower market, Covent 
Garden; Dilke House, Bloomsbury; the 
War Memorial Screen, etc., at Emanuel 
Church, Southport; and a good deal of 
domestic work. 

Mr. Crompton was keenly interested in 
the scientifie side of building and was for 
many years a valued member of the 
R.1.B.A. Science Standing Committee, of 
which he had been chairman. He had been 
a member of the Building Research Board 
and examiner. He was a member of the 
Art Workers’ Guild.

Throughout this report the terms architect 
{including assistant architect) and architec- 
tural assistant denote architects who per- 
form these functions. 

The principle of two main classes affects 
the question of salary scales as follows :— 


Arcuirects.—The salary paid to architects 
employed by a body or undertaking which 
decides to carry out its work by a salaried 
staff should be such as will retain’ architects 
who will give broadly the same quality of 
service as would be given by the average 
private practitioner. If too low a salary is 

id the calibre of the architects will tend to 
nag to and the undertaking may get build- 
ings which are ureconomical and unsatisfac- 
tory in design. 

Arncuirecrurat Assistants.—The _ re- 
muneration preach psersawe mors Ho em- 
ployed in the private practitioners is 
at present largely — by the laws of

It 
is, therefore, usually necessary for both t 
of offices to supplement the number of i- 
tectural assistants requi in times of 
depression by extra staff when more pros- 
perous times arrive.

Basis or Satary Scares Succrstep. 

Tt is difficult to devise a basis for a scale 
of salaries as circumstances vary widely, but 
it is felt that as normally the main basis 
adopted in settling the fee of an architect 
in private practice is the cost of the building 
work, so in the case of salaried architects the 
main consideration should be the average 
value of work for which their departments 
are -responsible. As fees are modified by 
the nature of the work—e.g., housing work, 
so should salaries be, and as private archi- 
tects receive extra fees for special duties and 
advisory work, so should regard be had to 
such factors in settling the salary of an 
architect employed on a salaried basis. 
The salary scales suggested are regarded 
as reasonable standards of remuneration in 
normal times in London. The scales sug- 
gested for architectural assistants are those 
appropriate to London, and are subject to 
adjustment in districts where the cost of 
living and standard of salaries in other pro- 
fessions, commerce and industry generally 
are different from London. 

This scale was approved by the Council on 
June 21, 1937. The previous scale (1930) has 
been withdrawn. Copies of the scale are 
available to members on application.

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THE INTERNATIONAL REUNION OF 
ARCHITECTS IN PARIS 


THE BUILDER 


By DORIS HOWARD ROBERTSON, A.R.1.B.A. 


Tue Exhibition is attracting architects 
and those interested in the Arts to Paris, 
and for this reason it was the chosen 
centre of this, the Fourth Reunion. 


A more perfect centre of interest could 
not be imagined than the Exhibition, 
somewhat unfinished though it still is. 
The air of féte was excellent for the 
creation of understanding between all 
those who had come together for the Con- 
gress, which .included representatives 
from most of the nations in Europe, the 
United States, South America and India, 
with the British delegation as the largest. 
This is possibly due to the enthusiastic 


efforts of Mr. Erno Goldfinger, the Secre-. 


tary of the British Group. The burden 
of the organisation, however, fell upon 
M. Vago, the Secretary of the Executive 
Committee in Paris, who must be con- 
gratulated upon his excellent work. 


The object of these reunions is to bring 
together architects and allied artists for 
discussions and visits, to their mutual 
benefit and inspiration. The reunion has 
no politics and no particular architec- 
tural creed, though a marked interest in 
contemporary work is really its hall- 
mark. So much so, that the visits were 
rearranged to include only new work 
instead of the originally planned tour 
which had covered “historical monu- 
ments ” as well. 


The Reunion Opens. 

The reunion began on June 28, and the 
delegates were welcomed at the Hotel de 
Ville by M. Raymond Laurent, then Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Council, and M. Auguste 
Perret, President of the Executive Committee 
of the Reunion. The welcome was excellently 
Eeanes throughout, with champagne buffet, 
rief speeches, and preceded by a distribution 
of envelopes containing invitation cards for 
the delegates, instruction booklets and maps. 


The leaders of the delegations were then en- - 


tertained at luncheon at the typically French 
Restaurant Rozier, with M. George Huisman 
giving his official patronage. As director of 
the Ba Arts, M. Huisman forms a link 
between Government and the artistic move- 
ments of his ‘country, and his presence at 
many of the meetings lent an air of import- 
ance to the gatherings, while his enthusiasm 
and interest in the proceedings no doubt made 
possible the many courtesies and privileges 
that were extended to the delegates by the 
French Government. . 


The first meeting of the Congress was 
organised in connection with the International 
Lighting Co ; other meetings of out- 
standing interest were those on metal, new 
materials, planning, and {in conjunction with 
C.1_A.M.) a long talk by M. Le Corbusier upon 
his own theories, which are too well known 
in England to need re-stating. A man of 
interesting appearance, with quick, vital ges- 
tures, he held the attention of his large inter- 
national audience for more than an hour. 

A visit to the Exhibition was arranged with 
receptions in the British and Swedish 
Pavilions, and a refreshing trip on the river, 
which, without doubt, is pga the went 
uteresting ways of ting a imp 
Son.

Our trip terminated at the Pavilion of the 
Minion of Modern Artists, a building by 
M. Mallet-Stevens, which houses, as its name 
suggests, all manner of modern things, from 
toys to sculpture. The building was hardly 
finished, but made a most pleasant impres 
sion by its lightness and simplicity. The gal- 
leries, with long horizontal windows giving 
on to the river, were connected by light metal 
suaircases. 

Generally, in the Exhibition, there is thi 
teeling of air and space. It is one of the 
chief attractions both of the lay-out and of 
many of the buildings. This ease of circuia- 
tion in the pavilions and grounds is a contri- 
bution to exhibition lay-out. The lessons of 
the 1925 and the Colonial Exhibitions have 
been well absorbed. Japan, with disappoint- 
ing exhibits in a fine little building by a 
student of Le Corbusier, Aalto’s delightful 
little Finnish Pavilion, the imposing Belgian 
Pavilion, the Austrian and the charming, 
romantic Pavilion of Poland stress this point 
of air and light and ease of movement. is 
is to mention but a handful of buildings. 


New Buildings in Paris. 


Wednesday was a strenuous day for those 
members of the Congress who had decided to 
visit the new buildings in Paris and on the 
outskirts; about twenty of us had given our 
names for this tour, but when the party fore- 
gathered in the morning about thrice that 
number were at hand. However, another 
charabanc was hastily procured by the 
untiring M. Vago, and the trip began with a 
visit to the newest blocks of flats. These 
included some interesting work by MM. Gins- 
oerg and Heep, in Passy. The treatment ot 
balustrades in wired glass interested some of 
the delegates, and cameras and sketch books 
were busy. 

Much of the work of MM. Roux-Spitz and 
Walther in the Bois de Bologne district, 
already well known, was admired again for 
its breadth and vigour. Luxury flats in Paris, 
such as these and also those of MM. Bas- 
sompierre and Siruin, contrive to wear an air 
of elegance and sophistication sot easily 
obtainable in a city with streets less spacious. 
The clean atmosphere which enables the use

the brothers Niermans. The exterior of — 


this building is conventional, but by no means 
dull, and interior particularly pleasi 
with tall windowed reception rooms and 
details, such as balustrades, doors, lamps 
furniture very sympathetically considered. 
Those of us who 7 not seen the open-air 
school at Suresnes, by MM. Beandouin and 
Lods, were somewhat amazed at the extra- 
vagance of the scheme. Each class of about 
thirty children is housed in a pavilion with 
three sides to open to the fresh air. The 
tiled floors are heated and also the ceilings. 
These little pavilions are connected by pas- 
sages with a group of halls, offices, dining 
rooms across the front of the site. The top 
of this main block is reached by a ramp, and 
here above the tree tops the children have 
their rest hours and do their exercises. This 
is also a feature of the school at Villejuif, 
by M. Lurgat. The French habit of placing 
a plentiful range of lavatories in the open air 
along a sheltered side of the playground seems 
an excellent one for small children, where 
health and a certain amount of observation 
from teachers are essential. 

The Drancy housing scheme, by MM. 
Beaudouin. and Lods, was also visited, an 
interesting but pathetic sight. This group 
of low, concrete houses, punctuated at inter- 
vals with skyscraper blocks of flats, stands 
rey and forlorn, its windows dirty and 

roken, its paintwork peeling, its gardens 
overgrown with weeds, We were told that 
vermin brought into the scheme with the first 
careless tenants have got behind the interior 
finishes and have taken possession completely. 


The Second Tour. 

A day of exhibition visits and an evening 
reception at the Louvre by the Porza Society 
came between our first and second tours.

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The object of the visit to the Louvre was to 
see the t of the sculpture gal- 
leries with their new system of indirect light- 
ing. The effect was pleasing and is carried 
out largely by the means ot j con- 
cealed in the architecture of the building. 
The “ Winged Victory,” with a back 

of black velvet, was lit with possibly the most 
dramatic of all the effects. Nine different 
methods of lighting have been provided for 
this, ranging from a soft diffused type to one 
of great bniliance. 


The next morning found a large crowd in- 
specting the offices for a gas company by MM. 
Laprade and Bazin, a post office by M. Debat 
Ponsan, and flats in the rue Vavin by M. 
Sauvage, with reeeding terraces of gardens 
faced with white glazed brick, a pre-war job 
of marked originality. 


The offices of the new Ministére de la Marine 
Marchande, a sober buiiding suitable to the 
services of the State, by M. Ventre, was the 
next item on our programme, followed by 
two buildings by MM. A. and G. Perret. 
The first, for the Service Technique des Con- 
structions Navales, is an excellent example of 
frame-and-panel work in conerete construc- 
tion, and the other was that distinguished 
building for the Mobilier National, which is 
the store-house for the national furniture of 
France. There the party was met by the 
** Maitre’ himself, taken round the build- 
ing, and given a brief lecture on his theories 
of construction. The building, with its 
courtyard and flight of steps, has enormous 
dignity, and the concrete slabs, which are of 
slightly warm and varying colours, produce 
a most pleasing tone on the fagade. The 
simplicity of the interior is enhanced by the 
absence of sprinkler jets. From here the 
peed went to M. Leacile’s Musée des 
‘olonies, an old friend from the Colonial 
Exhibition, which will be remembered for its 
attenuated piers and its facade sculptured in 
bas-relief, the work of M. Jeanniot, | 


After lunch, under spreading trees, there 
were more flats to be seen anda hurried visit 
to the Cité Universitaire to inspect the, Pavilion 
for Swiss Students by MM. Le Corbusier and 
Jeanneret. Very many of the ideas, both in 
this building and the one nearby, the Salva- 
tion Army Hostel, have been introduced— 
almost, perhaps, unconsciously—in the build- 
ings and furnishings of the Exhibition, One 
marvels at the influence of Le Corbusier, not 
necessarily among his acknowledged disciples. 

New schools seem to be a great feature 
among recent building operations, and 
—— in the Socialist boroughs. z = 

urcat’s most interesting group of buildings 
at Villejuif include stadiom buildings and a 
track. Two schools at Cachan and Alfort by 
Chollet and Mathon are particularly charm- 
ing. The one for little children is delightfully 
treated in colour both inside and out, while 


the school for larger children, brilliant in - 


Czecho-Slovakian white mosaic and embel- 
lished with pillar-box red, is most pleasing. 
One wondered. however, at the wisdom of 
putting children amongst so much scintillating 
brilliance, for the members of the Reunion 
found this snow-white facade extremely hard 
on the eyes, 

A yellow brick hétel-de-ville by the same 
firm at Cachan was more restiul out sess 
exciting, owing to its close resemblance to 
such work in Holland, notably that of Dudok. 
The brickwork, with every second horizontal 
joint accentuated, was pleasant. Brickwork 
generally, however, appeared hard to English 
eyes, both in texture and colouring. In com- 
plete contrast to this little building 1s the 
hétel-de-ville at Boulogne-sur-Seine by Tony 
Garnier, with its lavish halls and entrances 
The plan is interesting, comprising two build- 
ings linked by an entrance vestibule. One

UNDERGROUND URBANISM 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


Tue first International Congress on 
Underground Urbanism, held in Paris 
from July 8 to 13, attracted numerous 
delegates from some 22 countries, Great 
Britain being represented by Sir Charles 
Bressey, of the Greater London Highway 
Development Survey, and four others. 

It is evident that the conception of under- 
round urbanism in England and on the 
Continns) differs widely. Sir Charles Bressey 
limited his remarks almost entirely to traffic 
problems, calling attention to the fact that 
within a 25-mile circle of Charing Cross was 
confined about one-fifth of the population 
of the United Kingdom and one-fourth of its 
rateable value, so that in the heart of the 
capital it cost between two to three million 
pounds per mile to double the width of a 
street, while the London Passenger Board's 
underground work averaged only £750,000 per 
mile for a double line. He dealt with the new 
tunnel between Purfleet and Dartford, 
mentioned the projected doubling in width of 
the Blackwall-Rotherhithe tunnel and envi- 
saged early consideration for underground 
motor roads, which would lessen crossings. 

Mr, E. J. Goodacre, M.Inst.C.E., went rather 
further, referring to the Mersey Tunnel as a 
model for future motor highways, which 
should be underground, mainly circular to 
connect up with the great highways, also with 
underground garages and railway termini. He 

inted out the airautanss to be derived from 
uilding stores and places of amusement, par- 
ticularly cinemas, underground. 

The extreme view was represented by Pro- 
fessor Dr. Victor Deznai, Roumania, in his 
paper “‘ La Ville Cavernée.’’ He held that the 
march of civilisation tends to a departure 
from horizontal development to vertical de- 
velopment, and that downwards. He pro- 
posed the construction of whole subterranean 
districts with complete specialised organisa- 
tions, amd asked why these should not be 
built under the Pens la Gardens, 
the Champs Elysées, Hyde Park, or the 
Central Park, ew York? M. Edouard 
Utudjian, secretary-general of the Congress, 
was satisfied with a more limited outlook, but 
held that the increasing complexity of town 
life, with its traffic, sanitary, and other prob- 
lems, y called for greater use of the 
underground, and, therefore, demanded a 
closer study of the subject so as to secure a 
more perfect link between surface and under- 
surface services. In this connection much was 
said as to the urgency of studying geology in 
connection with topography. t was also 
pointed out thai in most countries the legal 
aspect of surface and underground owner- 
ship would have to be regulated. Already 
difficulties were being encountered from deep 
foundations, —* the steady lowering 
of subsoil water, all of which were affecting, 
in many cases seriously, adjacent surface de- 
velopments. 





These problems are not only troubling 
Europe, but the new world. New York began 
with inter-urban elevated railways, but has 
had te adopt underground railways and sub- 
ways, which development is much hampered 
by tunnelling for water service, gas, hydraulic 
power, electric cables of all sorts, and deeper 
foundations for ‘‘ skyscrapers,’ with two or 
three floor basements. In Chicago, where the 
first anxiety was for water service, then sewer- 
age (now involving nearly four miles of verit- 
able tunnels), followed by another system of 
tunnels for telegraphic and telephonic cables 
and now utilised for goods transport, 
there are also underground services for 
steam heating, distribution of natural gas 
from Texas, involving 950 miles of tunnelling, 
and no fewer than 80 tunnels under the river. 
This complicated state of affairs called for the 
institution of a purely advisory Council of 
Underground Works of Public Utility, on 
which the different departments of the city 
and the companies are represented. This has 
worked so well that private development of 
the subsoil is becoming important. As an 
instance of this, the underground works at 
the Marshall Field Stores was described. The 
surface buildings vary from nine to 2 
stories. The basements occupy three floors. 
the first floor equipped for 77 ranges of selling 
counters; the second as a dispatching and 
packing dock, with travelling conveyors; the 
third for mechanical services, including light- 
ing, heating, ventilation, power, distribution 
of water, telephones, lifts and laundry, the 
whole employing 125,000 workers. 


On behalf of the Groupe d’Etude du Centre 
Urbain Souterrain, MM. Edouard and Martin 
Utudjian put forward plans for the institu- 
tion of a National Council for the Organisa- 
tion of Underground Work in Towns, whose 
first duty would be to draw up surveys and 
plans of such works, and keep them up to date, 
with suggestions regarding legislation, secur- 
ity, hygiene and esthetics of the subject, and 
also the establishment of an International 
Committee and Office for Underground De- 
velopments. 

On the practical side Dr. Walier Bernatzik. 
C.E., put forward a system of lubrication for 
the lateral sides of piles so as to overcome 


' friction, and Dr. Eugene Dupuy called atten- 


tion to the necessity of using special cemen(« 
in underground work, such as sursulphated 
metallurgic cements, which are not attacked 
by chemicals in the soil and do not develop 
heat in setting. 


As was almost inevitable, a new project fcr 
a Channel Tunnel was brought forward, M 
Basdevant suggesting a motor tunnel in thre: 
cells, one above the other, the upper ai 
lower cells for supply of fresh. air and the 
extraction of foul air respectively, and t)° 
central for motor traffic. He p . a 
diameter of 8 metres, and air itionin’ 
chambers spaced at 200-metre intervals.

beds. The original four pavilions have 
been retained as they were generally 
suitable, and electric light, central heat- 
ing se shi sanitary accommodation 
and ecoration have brought them 
into the general scheme; these build- 
ings are close cross-hatched on the 
block plan. 

The original laundry block was 
retained in outline and incorporated in 
the admin‘strative building extensions. 
The following new blocks have been 
built: Two 28-bed ward pavilions, 
mclading two separation wards. 

One 26-bed ward pavilion with 
verandas and convalescents’ room.

Generally the buildings for adminis-

In the nurses’ home each bedroom is 
fitted with cupboard and washbasin, 
with cupboard outside for uniform, etc., 
and the general accommodation is fully 
up to all modern requirements. A hard 
court for tennis has been provided.

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The whole of the buildings are heated 
and supplied with hot water from the 
central power house; also the steam 
supplies to laundry, kitchen, sterilisers 
and disinfector. In the boiler-room are 
fixed two Adamson dry-back boilers, 
and in the pump-room are the calori- 
fiers and storage cylinder, boiler feed 
pumps, circulating pumps, pump and 
receiver, sump pumps, feed water- 
meter and recorder and gauge board 
on which are mounted recording gauges, 
CO, recorder, etc. The engineering 
plant also includes electric lighting and 
power, laund and kitchen plant,

NEWS FROM THE SCHOOLS 


Regent-street Polytechnic School of 
Architecture. 


In most architectural schools to-day certain 
ch i i prevail in relation to present- 
day architectural design. This is especially 
cue of elevational treatment, and one often 
finds that no matter for what the 
building is intended, sis Misaiahten i toe same. 
and without some sign or identification it is 
difficult to place its purpose or use. Such a 
tendency is towards monotony, but it is the 
prevailing fashion. 

At the Building Centre, Bond-street, where 
the Regent-street Polytechnic students’ work 
is on exhibition, some capable designs are on 
view. A dominating —< ie that for a 
rebuilding of the Crystal Palace—a- topical 
subject by Alan Cook, who appears to have 
‘thoroughly worked out his proposals, shown 
by plans, elevations and sections and a first- 
class model. Looking at the model from the 
eye-level @ more just impression is formed 
of the —_ than by looking down from 
what may termed a semi-bird’s-eye view 
which would normally never be seen. From a 
brief study the scheme is a most commendable 
one which would look well on its elevated site. 
A scheme for a Mayfair hotel (by Mr. 
Harland) has an architectural lay-out, the 
ground floor providing all the essentials neces- 
sary to a modern hotel. The upper stories 
contain adequate suites of rooms, with staff 
accommodation on the top floors. The eleva- 
tional treatment is simple, perhaps to the 
point of bareness, and a little embellishment 
might have added to its distinctiveness as an 
hotel. The main entrance is too slightly sug- 
gested to form an opinion of its detailing. 

‘* A Proposed Empire and Atlantic Airways 
Base,” —— near Portsmouth, by 
B.. E. B y and H. M. Hoskings, 
another topical subject, is meritorious. Its 
plan, on curve, has a practical appear- 
ance, and the elevational treatment is broad 
and modern. In such a building simplicity 
and breadth appropriate. 

Other igns include J. F. Warwick's 
Residential Hotel Lounge, with ite subdued 
coloured wall treatment and bright uphol- 
stered furniture.

THE AUCTIONEERS’ 
INSTITUTE 


OPERATION OF RULES OF CONDUCT. 


Iw the course of his presidential address 
to the Auctioneers’ and Eztate Agents’ Insti- 
tute of the United Kingdom, Mr. Hubert G. 
Alexander, J.P., referred to the fact that 
since the adoption of the new rules of con- 
duct, which were carried by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of members in 1933, there had 
been complaints that their operation inflicted 
hardship on « section of members of the 
Institute in some districts, and that those 
members were seriously suffering in their 
loyal endeavour to observe and maintain the 
rules. It would appear that in certain areas 
of the country, particularly in districts where 
new housing development had been taking 
es on extensive lines, the — agent 

taken advantage of the by whole- 
sale canvassing of owners to the detriment 
of members who are prohibited from canvas- 
sing under the rules of conduct. It has been 
a _ et class of — —

whatsoever as io whdher an cme was quali- 
fied or not so long as a purchaser was found 
for his y, and that, in congequence, 
the ‘‘ free ce”’ could, without difficulty, 
obtain from the owner instructions to act; 
further, that a member who already had his 
board on the particular property was in a 
favoured position because other members of 
the Institute could not then solicit instruc- 
tions against him. This had led to a 
request to the council for such an alteration 
of the rules as would permit members to 
canvass, without restriction, a property in 
the hands of the “free lance.” 

“Your Council have formed the view,” 
declared the President, “that any such 
alteration of the rules would be a retrograde 
step, and, personally, I am happy in this 
decision. I still hold unflinchin fy to the 
view that the course the Council have taken 
is the only course open to them, and I be- 
lieve time will prove that it is far better to 
hold to the position which we have attained 
tather than throw overboard and forsake 
that which we have worked for, and which 
means so much to those who will follow us. 
. . . I would therefore appeal to you all to 
support the Council in their decision. No 
great object or ideal can be attained without 
some sacrifice, and I feel that if our members 
will hold fast at the present time, making the 
neceasary sacrifice if need be, then there is 
no question that the difficulties which are 
being experienced by some of our members 
in certain districts will be overcome.” 


The Country House. 
A matter that had given him very serious 
and ve concern, continued the speaker, 
was the tendency towards the disappearance 
from our midst of the larger country house 
and its occupants. “I cannot, of course, 
say whether this state of affairs exists in all 
parts of the Kingdom, but we cannot, I 
think, view with anything but dismay the 
exodus of large numbers of these people from 
the countryside. This class of the commu- 
nity seems to me to be slowly but surely dis- 
appearing, compelled to abandon their homes 
and their loved surroundings through ever- 
imereasing imperial and locai taxation, and 
consequent u their departure follows the 
departure and unemployment of innumerable 
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indoor and outdoor servants (another distin. . 
and valuable section of the community). T) 
those who come in contact with this deplo- 
able state of affairs, the ity for findin,: 
some means whereby the exodus of this cla; 
of the community can be arrested is a mai'-- 
of the ge eg Saskeaue ae to me tha:

houses will become derelict and uninhabite 
Tt will soon be too late to rectify the serious 
mistake and short-sighted policy that has 
been pursued, and position will have 
gone too far to be retrieved. 

“Is it not possible that some relief can 
be given either o—— imperial and local 
taxation, or some means, to preserve 
this invaluable section of our people?” 

The President concluded .by referring to 
the impending retirement of Mr. Blake, the 
Secretary. ‘‘ With his retirement,’ de- 
clared the President, “this Institute will 
lose a personality which has been, I think, 
unique in the annals of professional institu- 
tions, and probably in a far larger field. Mr. 
Blake came to our Institute as secretary 
when the membership was about 3,000, and 
it is mow 6,800. He has accomplished a life- 
work of which he may be justly proud, and 
in the performance of it he has earned and 
obtained the respect and affectionate regard 
of every member.” 


BUILDING STATISTICS 


Emp.Lorment during June remained good on 
the whole, states the Ministry of Labour 
Gazette; compared with the previous month 
there was a further slight improvement in 
each of the Administrative Divisions and 
with all occupations except painters. There 
was little change on the whole . com- 
pared with June, 1936. As regards indi- 
vidual occupations, employment was very 
good with bricklayere, fair with slaters 
and tilers, and good with other classes 
of skilled operatives. Sho of brick- 
layers, plasterers and other skilled operatives 
were again reported in some districts. Among 
labourers, etc., employment improved ; it was 
still slack for navvies and general labourers, 
but fair for other labourers. The total num- 
ber unemployed at June 21 was 108,001—or 
10.6 per cent. of the total. 

Returns as to the estimated cost of build- 
ings for which plans were approved during 
June have been received from 142 local 
authorities he resenting towns with a popu- 
lation of 1 "951,000 in 1931). The returns 
show that in June, 1937, plans were passed 
for buildings with an estimated cost of 
£8,588,000, compared with £9,895,100 in 
June, 1936—a decrease of 13.2 per cent. This 
was accounted for as follows (figures in 

rentheses represent the corresponding totals 
‘or June, 1936): Dwelling Houses, £5,202,400 
(£6,383,900); factories and workshops, 
£654,200 (£437,300); -shops, offices, ware- 
houses and other business premises, £660,900

The Judgment.

The suggestion seems to 
be made that, as he did not actually join in 
making this award, he would be shut out from 
joining in future awards. That is not my 
view of the result of Section 117, but, in any 
case, counsel for the building owners - have 
said that there will be no objection made at 
all to Mr. Moulton joining in future awards, 

With regard to ground (4) of the Notice of 
Appeal, it is said that there should be a clause 
providing an indemnity with regard to. the 

ibility of the service of a notice under 
Part x of the London Building Act, 1930. As 
to that, what I have held is that no case has 
been made for the respondents to answer in 
regard to that, because, in the first place, 
under Section 117 it is always possible for the 
rties to submit disputes which arise in the 
uture to these surveyors, in the same way, to 
be dealt with; and, secondly, if it is said that 
the matter of a dangerous structure notice will 
be a matter arising ont of, or in relation to, 
this particular matter which has already been 
dealt with by arbitration, then that is covered 
by paragraph 9 of the award, which dis- 
tinetly provides : “ Power is hereby reserved 
by the surveyors signing this award to make

HEALTH CONGRESS AT BIRMINGHAM 

Tue Royal Sanitary Institute’s Health 
€ was held at Birmingham from 
July 12-17, under the presidency of the 
Farl of Dudley. A large number of 
papers were contributed, from several of 
which we quote extracts. 

TOWN PLANNING FROM AN ARCHI- 

TECTURAL STANDPOINT. 

Ina on this subject, Mr. E. G. Allen, 
F.R.LB.A., P-P.T.P.L, said that it should 
not be thought that the influence of the 
architect was, or should be, confined to the 
mere outside appearance of buildings; there 
were many other matters where his influence 
should be—must be—exercised if the final 
result were to be really satisfactory. ‘‘ By 
his training an architect is taught—more, 
I think, than in almost any other profes- 
sion except that of town planner—to visualise 
his conception as a complete whole—plans 
and elevations being merely a means to the 
end. ‘This applies not only to single build- 
ings, but also to groups of buildings and 
whole streets. 

‘I do not for a moment wish to suggest,” 
continued the speaker, “‘ that the engineers 
and surveyors, with their knowledge and 
ability, are unnecessary in the preparation 
of the best scheme, but I do suggest that 
what may be a very good road from an 
engineering point of view may be a very bad 
one from the view of producing a satisfactory 
street picture. The converse is equally true. 
Having decided the roximate position of 
the road from the traffic or any other govern- 
ing factor or factors, the important point 
is for the engineer and architect to work to- 
gether in close co-operation, so that the final 
result may as far as possible satisfy the eyes 
of both parties.” 


RURAL HOUSING. 

In his presidential address to Conference 
IV—Sanitary I ors—Mr. Walter W. 
Baum, Chairman, itary I re’ Asso- 
ciation, said that the drift from the land 
was a serious threat to village life. An im- 
portant factor in the production of that state 
of affairs was the scarcity of proper housing 

ion for farm labourers. ‘“‘ It is 
not enough to provide a sufficiency of 
houses,” said the speaker, “‘ they must be 
homes, not mere dwellings. and they must be 
, le in comfort and amenity with the 
better type of houses provided for the work- 
ing classes in the city. 

“* Tt is much to be regretted that greater 
advantage has not been taken of the Housing 
Acts to improve the condition of villages and 
hamlets. The Minister of Health has ex- 
pressed some concern for the success of the 
Housing (Rural Workers) Acts. It is more 
than 10 years since the first of these Acis 
was Acts which are framed ao 
_ mage i that one would have expected 
them to very widely used. This, unfor- 
tnnately, has not been the case ; in most areas 
the amount of work actually carried out has 
heen relatively small. It would appear that 
the great weakness of the Acts is that it is 
left to the local authority to draw the atten- 
tion of owners to their provisions. Some 
anthorities have sadly neglected their duties 
in this respect, and many owners who would 
have been glad to avail themselves of the 
Acts have been left in ignorance of their 
terms, perhaps even of their existence. Many 
rural cottages, which are unfit for human 
habitation at present, are so unique, so 
quaint, and so characteristic of an age that 
has passed. that every effort should be made 
to preserve them. We cannot be allowed, 
however, to sacrifice human health and com- 
fort on the altar of beauty. ‘Rural Eng-

r. Philip J. Noel Baker, M.P., speaki 
on the National Fitness Campaign, be 
while much had besn done by local authori- 
ties to improve facilities for achieving fitness 
much also remained to be done. There were, 
for instance, 80 towns with populations of 
ever 25,000 which had as yet no public swim- 
bath. The number of smaller com- 
munities which suffered from the same 
absence of facilities he did not know, but it 
must he even larger. Again, vast new towns 
had been built by many authorities since the 
War. In only two or three cases had an 
adequate centre heen provided where the 
tenants could find a home for their clubs 
and societies, and where physical exercise 
could be taken. The shortage of playi 
fields for outdoor exercises was too oa 
known to need new emphasis. What he 
would urge, said the speaker, was that each 
authority should examine the provision in its 
area and see whether by a combination of 
municipal enterprise and voluntary effort 
something more like an adequate provision 
could not now be made. 
_ “* Many authorities are given new powers 
in the Physical Training and Recreation Bill. 
A new source of grant-aid is also opened to 
them. What no one but themselves can pro- 
vide is the ambition and the energy needed 
to turn these new advantages to practical 
account, and, I would venture to add, the 
imagination to plan on a liberal scale. I 
shall be disappointed if in the proposals 
submitted to the Grants Committee there 
are not some, at least, which show real enter- 
prise and readiness to pioneer along new 
lines. For I have the vision of a city 
equipped with a new type of centre open to 
every citizen, and providing gymnasia, swim- 
ming baths. a stadium and running track, 
shower-baths, rooms in which fencing, box- 
ing, badminton and other indoor games can 
be practised, and with club rooms, restaurant 
and halls where concerts. dramatic activities 
and dancing can be held. I believe that a 
big centre of that kind, offering the oppor- 
tunity for a wide range of activities. might 
not only serve the needs of many but would 
also largely pay its way where smaller and 
isolated units (e.g., 8 swimming bath) would 
prove costly to maintain ”’ 


HOUSING IN THE TROPICS.

cooling and air-conditioning, as well as in- 
namerable minor points of importance. “ It 
has always appeared to me,” declared the 
speaker, ‘* that in the majority of places in 

e tropics we should first invoke the assist- 
ance of builders in the correction of those 
defects of present housing, some of which 
are not always strikingly obvious, that 
actually tend to produce ill-health in the 
inhabitants. . n the first place the house 
should be erected on a site which will not in 
itself automatically spell sickness for the 
occupants; there are several kinds of disease 
which depend almost entirely on the site, and 
attention will naturally have to be drawn to 
them. The risk of their being present or 
arising in places which at first sight seem 
well adapted as sites for houses is not 
unlikely to be overlooked. Secondly, the 
house should be proof against damp whether 
through the floor, walls or roof; this is so 
well recognised in house construction in these 
days that only special points require 
emphasis as regards the tropics—for example, 
the torrential nature of the rains and the 
driving winds which accompany them at par- 
ticular seasons in certain places, or the high 
level reached by the subsoil water in others. 
The house also requires to be constructed of 
materials which will eliminate and exclude 
those vectors of human diseases which are 
known to thrive in houses built of unsuitable 
materials. Illustrating the difficulties in a 
somewhat general manner, one can postulate 
a house built on a concrete foundation, hav- 
ing a cement-smoothed floor, with metal sup- 
porting-pillars, walls and roof of corrugated 
ron, with doors, windows and all other 
openings mosquito-proofed, and possessing a 
piped water supply laid into it. Such a 
house, while it lasts, and the metal resists 
corrosion, would doubtiess be admirable if 
considered solely from the point of disease- 
vectors in and about it. One could obtain 
similar effects by building a house entirely of 
concrete and screening it, and there are 
other materials, such as asbestos cement, 
which would serve this purpose extremely 
well. Unfortunately, even if we leave out 
of our consideration for the moment a very 
practical objection—namely, the high cost, 
some of these materials, effective as they are 
for our primary object, may lead us into diffi- 
culties in other directions. The chief of 
these, perhaps, as regards comfort, is the 
high temperature which may develop inside 
such buildings. : 

“Tt has frequently been emphasised by 
observers in the tropics that the type of 
house evolved in the course of their develop- 
ment by the people themselves is often 
admirable in respect of coolness, and efforts 
have been directed towards making houses 
which would sess this advantage of thick 
mud walls path gee thatch roof without some of 
the great disadvantages of such materials. 
Many years ago I saw at Daru, the military 
station in the protectorate of Sierra Leone, 
houses in which such a combination was very 
successfully effected. All-metal houses, after 
the type of the Nissen hut, were erected on 
concrete floors, and over them high and wide 
roofs of poles and thatch were built. The 
dimensions of the upper house were great 
enough to cover a good-sized verandah all 
round, and the thatched roof came low down 
beyond the verandah poles, so as to make 
& .ood protection from the sun. This kind 
ouse was as cool as any native house I 
ever lived in, and it had the inestimable 
tage of being devoid of most of the 
s and discomforts which make residence 
ative houses very hard to endure. 1! 
d easily have been mosquito-proofed, but 
as not, chiefly owing to the fact that ir 
absence of electric power for fans and 
. it was thought advisable to interfere 
ttle as possible with natural lighting and

Fic. 11.—Concrete walings were cast in situ 
at the front of the wall b excavating a 3-ft. 
deep trench and driving pre: rods into the 
ground ahead of the excavation, and casting 
a 6-in. thick continuous reinforced concrete 
waling which was strutted back to dumpling. 
The next 3ft. frame was pea § 
the previous operations being repeated and 
the concrete walings bonded to those above b 
the rods previously driven into the ground. 
This procedure was carried out until standing 
water-level was reached, at which level timber 
runners were driven down the face of the 
walings; a 6-in. thick concrete seat was then 
laid, and a 44-in. brick wall built against 
runners, Asphalt was laid on the base con- 
crete, and up the face of the 44-in. brickwork 
and concrete walings. 

Fic. 12.—The subsequent reinforced con- 
crete construction and removal of the 
timbers was similar to the previous method 
described. The former type is preferable, as 
the asphalt can be laid during the building of 
the superstructure, and in an open space in 
one operation, enabling large areas to be com- 
pleted in sections, thereby reducing the weak 
points which are likely to occur at asphalt 
joints. However, in the latter case no rein- 
forced concrete lining is necessary to with- 
stand the water pressure, thereby saving

about 9 in. to 12 in. of basement, although 
I do not think this saving is justified, as 
considerable difficulty is experienced in 
asphalting in close-timbered trenches, tending 
to reduce the quality of the work, as well as 
the inconvenience of the asphalt 
eee as each section of ining wall is 
ready for waterproofing. 

This type, however, ae used on this occa- 
sion as being the only method practicable, 
owing to the site being narrow and having 
only external columns, necessitating balancing 
the stanchions across the site spreading 
os load longitudinally by a reinforced concrete 
rait. 

Fic. 13.—Rermrorcep Concners Sreurrep 
Rerarmntnc Watt. Bewnrart’s Kinc- 
ston.—This type is rarely used, as it is essen- 
tial to keep the wall strutted until the pave- 
ment and ground-floor slabs, resisting the 
thrust, are cast ; however, it has the advantage 
of reducing the thickness, being calculated as 
a spanning slab between the floor levels. 
Care should be taken during calculation to en- 
sure that girders trimming openings in floors, 
such as stair and lift wells, are strong enough 
about the vertical axis to transfer the thrust 
to the stanchions. 

In this particular instance the wall was 
constructed before demolition, the existing 
brick retaining wall being underpinned and 
used as a backing for the asphalt.

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BUILDING 
TRADE WORKERS 
A.U.B.T.W. CONFERENCE. 
PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


‘in. Luxe Fawcerr, President of the 
Amalgamatea Union of Building Trade 
Workers, in his presidential address to the 
National Delegate Conference held at Torquay 
on July 27, touched upon many matters of 
interest to the building industry. They had, 
he said, every reason to feel gratified with the 
progress made by the A.U.B.T.W. since their 
last Conference. There had been a substantial 
increase in members. Their membership was 
now nearly 59,000, an addition since last year 
of 4,459. The increase in juvenile member- 
ship had also been a good one. That was a 
very promising sign. There had been note- 
worthy increases in the numbers of members 
contributing to the Sick and Funeral Benefit 
Sections. The Union had now 693 branches— 
an increase of nine over last year. 

Figures given by the Ministry of Labour 
showed that there were 97,579 bricklayers and 
22,200 masons in employment in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. Figures with respect to 
those engaged in the othercrafts and trades for 
which the Union catered had not been obtain- 
wble. Roughly, they could say that there were 
ait least 120,000 building operatives whose 
proper place was in the ranks of their Unicn. 
The Union rendered services to all those 
workers, no matter whether they were 
organised or unorganised. It largely main- 
tamed their wage and living standards. It 
fought for better conditions for them all. 

“Last February,’ proceeded the speaker, 
“under the National Wages Agreement, the 
id. per hour increase was received. Since 
then prices have risen in respect of practically 
all articles of food. There has been a serious 
increase in the cost of living generally. Such 
an increase is equal to a reduction in wages. 
In many trades and industries the workers 
are making wage demands. Under the terms 
of the Agreement, consideration must be given 
to these changes. We shall closely watch the 
position. ”’ 

The Wet Time Question. 

At long last they were in the position to 
deal with Wet Time. They knew the partica- 
lars of the insurance scheme. Wet Time 
Insurance, operated in similar fashion to Un- 
employment Insurance, was obviously the 
best. way of settling the problem. Indeed, it 
was the only equitable, the only just, way of 
dealing with the problem. Their members 
were the principal sufferers from bad weather. 
It was their members, and the labourers, who 
were most the victims of rain, snow, frost and 
fog. It is they who would most benefit. They 
must not miss this opportunity. Every mem- 
ber must become eager, energetic and enthu- 
siastic for the scheme. In every respect the 
scheme would be a positive gain Of the esti- 
mated fund of £2,000,000 the employers would 
pay half—and to that extent it would be an 
increase in pay. He knew of nothing more 
calculated to remove the injustice of Wet 
Time, to reduce its tragic effects and to 
siabilise working conditions. 

The Value of Amalgamation. 

The speaker then pleaded for the amalgama- 
tion of all operatives in the building industry 
in one union. 

‘You are aware,’’ proceeded the speaker, 
“that there is considerable work proceeding 
‘> all branches of the building industry. On 
housing; on industrial and commercial build-

widespread activity. And there is much 
lding work in connection with the Arma- 
nt Programme. At the present time emt- 
yment is good, though, on our flanks, there
